Crawford County's Hous- 
ing Commission met recent- 
ly and one of the topics 
discussed was the Grants 
being offered for those per- 
sons whose income is toa 
low to be able to repay 
toans. A question that has 
arisen about the Grants is 
whether or not these would 
ever have to be paid back and 
he placed on “the homeown- 
ers property. 

A lien is required on 
Grants. The reason for this 
being the need to create a 
revolving fund so that home 
repairs will be possible in 
the future for other home- 
owners. The lien will cover a

Our construction and 
building projects add an- 
other $600,000 to $800,000 a 
year into the economy," Col.

Camp Grayling as well 
operates continuously with 
many troops coming in for 
winter training. The annual 
operating budget of the 
camp alone totals over $2 
million annuallv. This in- 
cludes over 125 annual em- 
ployees which are joined by 
48 other seasonal workers 
during the busy summer 
season. 

First troops lo make use 
of the huge military reserve 
will arrive on June t+ for a 
two week stay, and include 
units of the Ohio and Wis- 
consin National Guard. The 
largest will be the Qhio 
contingent with a _ troop 
strength of 3,462 men, while 
Wisconsin units have 361 
men. 30 men from the US 
Army Reserve will also train 
with them, 

As those men feave June 
25, another huge contingent 
from Qhio will arrive to stay 
to July 9 and will total 2,174 
men. 

From the minth of July 
until the 23rd it will be the 
turn of the Michigan Na- 
tional Guard as 7,529 men 
arrive along with 336 men 
from the US Army Reserves. 

Over 8.410 men will train 
during the two weeks from 
tne g0tn of July untii Augusi 
13th. Mostof these 
come from the Indiana Na- 
tional Guard and will total 
7,899 soldiers from that 
State. There will as wall be 
31 men from the Michigan 
National Guard and 480 men 
from the US Army Reserve. 

Summer training will wind 
up with the Ohio National 
Guard arriving August 13 for 
two weeks, That group will 
total over 4.300 men for the 
two week period. 

Camp Grayling will be 
international hosts as well 
this summer. when 250 
Canadian troops from tne 
49th Field Regiment of Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ontario, Canada, 
will arrive for training from 
August 13th to 27th.

“Two Cents Worth ye 


| was driving along to Grayling last week when | saw something 
| had never seen before. | was just crossing the bridge across 
Oeadsteam Swamp on US-27 when | saw three crows flying over the 
highway ahead of my car. 

Two of the crows flew on past and the third bird swung in an arc 
high over the water. With a shock { realized it was far too large to be 
a crow and recognized it was an eagle. 

As | sat and watched this beautiful bird scaring over the open 
water | was staggered by the fact that | was seeing my first Bald 
Eagle. | knew it had to be a Bald Eagie since | have seen many 
Golden Eagles and Ospreys as wel!. This bird had a white head and 
white tail feathers, and at feast a three-foot wingspan. 

Sitting there and watching, | was very moved. The grace of its 
flight as it searched for fish below was very impressive. At first it 
made me feel a ijittle jealous. Here 1 am, 20th century man, 
trundling along the highway In a truck which goes so fast and 
noisily thal there ig no raai contact with the nature around me. For 
all our inventions, it takes work for us to be as close to nature as 
this soaring bird is, any moment in time. 

That feeling passed as | realized this wonderful creature has 
been on the threshold of becoming extinct or endangered. For 
many years | knew that egg after egg in many nests had failed to 
haich because DOT in the shells had turned them so thin they 
cracked and broke before hatching. 

Sadly | thought of the dozens of eagles that have been shot 
irom planes for sport and poisoned on the ground. The rational for 
this is that they kiil sheep. This is our national emblem, | thought 
as it wheeled above and then floated on down past my vision. 

It wasn't hard to realize why it was our national emblem. 
Nothing else could signify the freedom of spirit this bird 
symbolizes. Its airy flight far above the water seemed to me. to be 
tha aneanna nt salva damnrracy and fraedam ehnnt¢ he ahnit 
watching it for a few minutes my spirit was lifted. | was not having a 
bad day at all, in fact it was a good one, but after watching that 
eagie fly, | moved to a higher spiritua! plane. 

Driving along | thought what a good thing that eagles were now 
protected and were at least holding their own against the ravages of 
DDT and human predators. Then | realized | had never done 
anything to help save an eagle or any other bird. | always argued 
strongly that yes, ail those birds sure should be protected. So 
should whales and seals and any.other cxima! threatened with 
extinction. 

But | had never really done anything except pay lip service to 
those ideas. Which made me think about who was really protecting 
the birds and animais while | was agreeing they should be 
protected. 

That lead me to thinking about the Audubon Society. | had 
always thought of bird-watshers as scholarly types wandering 
around with binoculars, spouting Latin names and identifying 
wierd species of birds. Thinking about them protecting that eagle 
made me think differently. 

They were the ones who cared about the birds and animals and 
had done something about it. They saw the real sense of worth in 
the world of nature around us. They had fought to preserve it so 
that whei a person like me is trundiing along the road, an eagle can 
fly over and lift my spirit upward for a few minutes. Thanks for 
caring Auauben Society. 

The strange coincidence was that when | checked out their 
next meeting | found out it was being held at Kirtland Community 
College this Thursday night at 7:30 p.m. Guest speaker is Bob 
Bernard, Wilctite Habitat Biologist at the Houghton Lake Wildlite 
Research Station. He is giving a slide lecture and is described as, 
“|. an exciting person with a keen interest and deep knowledge of 
birds of prey ...”. 

He is also the man who confirmed my identitication of the 
eagle when | phoned him. So} think | will try and make his lecture 
and get really involved. Once you've seen an eagle fly you cannot 
contemplate a Pianet Earth without them.

To Whom it may concern: 

in reply to Mr. Henricksen’s 
ietter about ihe conditlens af 
Grayling Airport, | would like to 
take this time to tell the people 
of the community and inter- 
ested parties about the present 
operation at the airport. 

At first | felt like writing an 
argumentive letter towards Mr. 
Henricksen, but arguing and 
fighting is all Uiat has deer 
taking place over this airport 
operation in the past. So | will 
try to keep this fetter as 
informative as possible. 

As you probably noticed, this 
nas been the coldest and 
hardest hit winter in many 
years. Considering the o!d rule 
if anything can go wrong it will; 
well, did things ever go wrong! 
The water pipes froze, sewer 
pines froze and one of the 
hanger doors decided to be- 
come defective. This was not 
too bad because there's a gas 
station across the streat and a 
tree stump by the side of the 
building if no one was looking 
However our one and only snow 
plow died (a rod went through 
the block). So after checking 


will) severa’ places for G snow 
plow. we could only come up 
with a pickup truck. Things 
were fine for a while, but the 
wind started blowing. | knew 
the pickup could not keep up 
with the snow, so ! made an 
attempt to see if the airport 
could use one of the counties 
plows that they were going to 
retire for parts. After several 
meetings with the county | got 
nowhere. So with parts from 
two old army trucks and the old 
plow, | made one good plow 
atter two weeks of hard work, 
frozen ices and fingers. Just 
betore | finished, good ole 
mother nature's wind deposited 
five feet of Snow across the 
taxiway. Since our plow could 
not move aii the snow i was adie 
to get a payloader in to remove 
the snow. However. being very 
expensive. the payloader could 
only be afforded for a few 
hours, since we have limited 
funds. 

So for the past three weeks 
nas been open. The

doors are opening, and planes 
have been able to make it 
through the taxiway. with the 
exception of Mr. Henricksen's 
aircraft. 

As Mr. Henricksen suggested 
to review Gaylord'’s Airport. 
Welt | worked at the Gaylord 
Airport for Ray Brill while on 
summer break from Kirtland 
College. With Ray Brill being an 
excellent manager and aviator, 
along with the county paying 
several peoples salaries and for 
snow blowers, plows, and other 
equipment, it’s no wonder why 
the operation is successful. Our 
county appropriated $1500 for 
the airport last year and they 
said that was over and beyond 
their budget. So Mr. Nolan pays 
out of his own pocket, because 
out of gas sales and hanger rent 
there is no way this will pay for 
the maintenance of an airport of 
‘this size.

Good job? Contrary to what you 
might expect, folks are satisfied 


Most people like their jobs. Strange 
as it May seem to those of us who toil 
regularly, and frequently complain 
about it, a recent survey shows that 
generally speaking, folks are satisfied, 
job-wise. 

The well-known national survey out- 
fit, the Roper Organization, last fall! 
asked workers lo appraise their jobs. 
They found that 74 percent were satis- 
fied or fairly well satisfied with their 
income, 83 percent were pleased about 
their hours and the personal satisfac- 
tion their jobs give them; 90 percent had 
positive comments about ihe people 
with whom they work; and 84 percent 
liked their chosen field of work. 

The biggest complaints were about 
job henefits and the difficulty of ad- 
vancing, Roper found, with women 
WUTKETS uiiiappier than men workers. 
Ot female workers, 44 percent were not 
satisfied with promotional opportuni- 
ties. compared with 33 percent of the 
men, while 37 percent of the women 
complained about benefits, compared 
with 28 percent of men workers. 

Three workers in four were pleased 
with the “importance to society” of their 
work, Roper found.

DELINQUENT 1976 TAXES 
At a meeting of the Board of Commissioners ul the County of 
Crawiord, Michigan, neid ai Grayling, Mich!

The following resolution was offered by Lowrie and seconded 
by Failtng. 

WHEREAS. on Aprit 14, 1976, this Board of Commissioners 
adopted a resolution establishing the Crawford County Delinquent 
Tax Revolving Fund. pursuant to Section 87b of Act No. 208 of the 
Public Acts of 1893, as amended; and 

WHEREAS, this Fung has been designated as the “100% Tax 
Payment Fund” by the Crawford County Treasurer, and it appears 
desiratic to Sorrow to fund part of said Fund for the 1976 
deitnquent iaxes, and 

WHEREAS, the purpose of this Fund is to allow the Crawford 
County Treasurer (hereinafter sometimes referred to ag the “County 
Treasurer” or the “Treasurer’) to pay from the Fund any or all 
delinquent taxes which are due the County: any schoc’ district. 
intermediate school district, community college district; city. 
township, special assessment or drain district; or any other 
poltical unit or Gounly agerny for which delinquent fax payments 
are due on settiement day with the county, city or township 
treasurer and has been heretofore directed to do so by this Board of 
Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, it is hereby determined that it is recessary that 
Crawford County (hereinafter referred to as the “County") borrow a 
sum not to exceed Nine Hundred Thousand Dollars ($900,000) and 
issue its nutes in anticipation of the collection of the 1976 
delinquent real property taxes which become delinquent on of 


before March 1, 1977 and deposit the proceeds thereof in the 


aforesaid Fund: and 

WHEHEAS, such borrowing (s authorized by Section &/¢ of Act 
No. 206 of the Public Acts of 1893, as amended (hereinafter referred 
to as “Act 206"); and 

WHEREAS, the total! amount of unpaid 1978 taxes which will 
be outstanding on March 1, 1977 is estimated to be in excess of 
$900,000, exciusive cf interest, fees and penalties. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD as follows: 

1. The County shall borrow Nine Hindred Thousand Dollars 
($900,000) or such part thereof as will represent not to exceed the 
exact amount of the 1978 delinquent taxes outstanding an March 1, 
19//, exclusive of interest, fees and penallies and, as the Municipa! 
Finance Commission may authorize, issue its “General Obligation 
Tax Notes, Series 1977", payable from the collection of the 1976 
delinquent taxes outstanding on March 1, 1977, as specified above, 
the proceeds of which notes shall be placed in and used as the 
whole or part of the County's 100% Tax Payment Fund Account No. 
2, to be used as provided In Act 206. 

2. The said notes shail bear interest payable November 1, 1977, 
May 7, 1978 ana sach November and May 1 thereafter until! 
maturity, which interest is not to exceed sight and three-quarters 
per cent (8 3/4%) per annum. Said notes shall be coupon notes 
issued in denominations of $5,000 each and shall be numbered 
from 1 upwards, beginning with their earliest maturities in the 
direct order of their maturities. The notes shail be dated April 1, 
1977 and shall be due and payable as follows: $225,000 on or before 
May 1. 1978; $225,000 on or before May |, 1979, and not to exceed 
$450,000 on or before May 1, 1980. 

3. There is hereby established the County's 100% Tax Payment 
Fund Collection Account No. 2 (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Collection Account”), effective as of March 1, 1977, into which 
Fund the County Treasurer is hereby directed to place on the books 
and records all payments received on account of the 1976 
delinquent taxes as returned by any tax collector in the County, and 
from which Fund the County Treasurer shall repay the borrowing, 
using the receipts of the 1976 delinquent taxes, including interest, 
outstanding and unpaid on March 1, 1977. 

4. Alt collections of the aforesaid 1976 delinquent taxes, 
together with all interest thereon, are hereby pledged to the prompt 
payment of the principal of and interest on the aforesaid notes; the 
proceeds of the 1976 delinquent taxes so pledged shall be used for 
no other purpose until the notes are paid in full, including interest; 
and all such delinquent taxes so pledged, together with all interest 
thereon, shall be deposited into and accounted for separately in the 
Collection Account. 

5. The notes shail be full faith and credit obligations of the 
County. and if the proceeds of the 1976 delinquent taxes pledged 
and other moneys in the Conlaction Account for the yoar 1976 are 
not sufficient to pay the principal and interest of the notes when 
due, the County shall impose a general ad valorem tax without 
limitation as to rate or amount on all taxable property in the County 
to pay the principal and interest on said notes and may thereafter 
reimburse itself from delinquent taxes collected. 

§. The County Treasurer, pursuant to Section 87c, subsection 
3. of Act 206 is hereby designated as Agent for the County, and the 
Cuuniy Treasurer and the Treasurers yviiicc shall racnectivaly 
receive such sums as are therein provided for the services as Agent 
for the County and to cover administrative expenses. 

7. The County Treasurer shall use the proceeds of the 
borrowing to continue the County's 100% Tax Payment Fund and 
shall pay therefrom the full amount of 1976 delinquent taxes 
delivered by any tax corecior in ine Gouily which ate vulstandiig 
and unpaid on or after March 1, 1977. as required by Act 206. 
together with the expenses of this borrowing. 

R Aftors citfiniont hoon cet aside far the nurnnea af 
paying the aforesaid notes, any further collection of the aforesaid 
1976 detinquent taxes may be used to pay any or all delinquent 
taxes which are due and payable to the County; any schoo! district: 
intermediate school district; community college district, city, 
township, special assessment or drain district; or any other 
political unit for which delinquent tax payments other than for the 
year 1976 are due on settlement day with the county, city or 
township treasurers. 

9. The notes of each maturity shall be payable to bearer in 
lawful money of the United States of America at such bank or trust 
company in the State of Michigan as shall be designated by the 
original purchaser or purchasers and the notes and coupons shall 
and adopted. A co-paying agency located either in Michigan or 
elsewhere in the United States of America may also be designated 
by such purchaser. The Treasurer shalt have the right to approve 
such paying agent or agents as set forth in the Notice of Sale 
attached hereto.
